H om er Oole, chiet of the fire depart­ 
ment, petitioned conncil for the pu r­ 
chase of r ,00 feet of hose, and the in- 
st.al’ation of fire alarm s in the homes 
of the variou s firemen. 
On motion of

referred to the fire committee. 
A petition, signed by Lot Berk ley, 
F. L. 
Wilson, J. O. Lewis, George 
W. King, Charles Tu ck er and W. H. 
Lock ridge, was read to cou ncil, ask ing 
tha t cou ncil drain the w ater from the 
sou th side of N inth street, west of 
Oliver street, and from ’the north side 
of N inth street and west of Oliver 
The petition stated that the w ater 
ru ns west 011 N inth street to the Posey 
lane, thence north to a ditch leading 
to Hodge’s branch, and that this drain 
is now rendered u seless by a cave-in 
or being ologged u p. 
The petitioners 
also ask ed for a crossing from the west 
side of O 'ivor street across to the east 
side on the sou th*side of N inth street.

Su perintendent Oliver Ong of the 
w ater au d light plant su bm itted his 
report for October. 
The report showed 
the total receipts for the month to be 
$69 4.62, the 
total disbu rsements at 
$109 6 40, and the excess of disbu rse­ 
ments over receipts, $401.78. 
The re ­ 
port was received and referred to the 
finance committee for au diting. 
Dr. H. G. Linn, secretary of the 
City Board of Health, su bm itted the 
following report: “ The city is in a 
fair sanitary condition as good as conld 
be expected w ithou t having a sewer 
system. 
The streets and alleys are 
most of the time in good condition. 
Sometimes 
they are neglected, bu t 
not long. 
At the du m ping grou nd re ­ 
fu se is not left on the bank s of the 
creek as was the case some tim e ago. 
Most of the weeds have been cu t, hu t 
there are still some that ou ght to be 
cu t. 
The property owners have been 
notified to cu t them. 
There has beon 
some com plaint of one or tw'o m eat 
shops, ru nning w ater and other m a t­ 
ter in the gnttors on the streets, hu t 
that has been stopped. 
There have 
been 26 births reported in the city for 
the months of Ju ly, Au gu st and Sep­ 
tember, and they have been recorded. 
Du ring the month of September there 
wore ten deaths in the city. 
Five 
cases of typhoid fever and one case of 
measles were reported. 
I wou ld still 
argu e for the benefit of the city that 
a systom of 
sewers be installed as 
soon as possible. ”

Alderma n Ly o ns Wo unded 


by Fire fro m the Mo b 


Mobile, Ala., Oct. 3.—Roy Hoyle, a 
special officer of the Mobile & Ohio 
railroad and one of the most widely 
k nown and best lik ed men in this 
vicinity, was fatally shot, and Alder­ 
man Sidney Lyons, chairman of the 
city cou nc il of Mobile, was sli ihtly 
wou nded last night du ring a fight at 
the cou nty jail between depu ty sher­ 
iffs and a crowd of men determined 
to captu re Dick Robinson, a you ng 
negro. 
The mob is still hu nting the 
negro and will lynch him if capt ired. 
The neg o, who is only seventeen 
years 
of 
age, 
attack ed 
Ru th, 
the 
twelve-year-old 
dau ghter 
of 
Blou nt 
Sossaman. who fives abou t three miles 
from here. 
The girl was passing a 
seclu ded spot not far from her home 
when she was attack ed. 
Later she 
was fou nd lying u nconsciou s by the 
roadside and was tak en to her home 
Detectives were placed on the track 
of the negro and within three hou rs 
he was captu red. 
He was tak en be­ 
fore the Sossaman girl, who at once 
identified him. 
Depu ty Sheriff Fateh, 
k nowing that the life of the regro 
wou ld be tak en by a mob if he brou ght 
him into this city, cau sed him to be 
conveyed to a station several miles 
u p the Mobile & Ohio railroad 
He 
was not tak en to the jail at all and 
was at least eight miles from the city 
when the mob, which determined to 
have him. approached the hu ildin 
Sheriff Powers met the leaders of 
the mob and informed them that the 
man they were seek ing was not in the 
jail and had neVer b ee» brou ght there. 
He offered to let anybody whoi i be 
personally k new pass throu gh the jail 
to satisfy the crowd of the tru th of his 
statement. 
Abou t forty men walk ed 
throu gh the corridors, some of them 
retu rning and assu ring the members 
of the mob that the man was not there 
While several men, inclu ding Hoyle 
and Lyons, were still in the Jpil. a 
portion of the crowd seized a tele­ 
phone pole which had been Mown 
down in the recent storm and dashed 
it against the closed part of a dou ble 
door, one-half of which was open. The 
door fell with a crash and almost in- 
star 
a shot came from a revolver 
in the j ands of 
1 man standing in the 
gate 
At oree the members of the 
mob commenced a fu sillade ind abou t 
a dozen revolver shots were :.red The 
fact that Hoyle and Lyons 
ad been 
shot while look ing thou gh the Jail in 
order to ascertain if the c gxo wa* 
there, took all the fight ou t « ? the mob 
and for the most part it dispersed 
q u ietly. 
Governor Jelk s. wl » was in 
the elty. at once took act' 
steps to 
prevent any fu rther <!i order, and or­ 
dered that three contpo

f militia

possible.

Washington. Oct. 3.—Secretary Tati 
caheld to the war departm ent yester­ 
day. req u esting that Brigadier General 
Frederick Fu nalon be designated to 
command 
the 
American 
troops 
in 
Cu ba, and the military secretary im­ 
mediately Issu ed an order to that ef­ 
fect. 
Formal orders w’cre also is su ed 
to Brigadier General T. 
J. Wint, com­ 
mander of the departm ent of Missou ri, 
who is to be in charge of the em bark ­ 
ation of the expedition from N evport 
News. 
The orders show that the first 
expedition to Cu ba is to he k nown as 
the first expeditionary brigade. 
Gen 
eral Wint left last night for Newport 
News. 
It Is not expected he will go to 
Cu ba 
General Thomas H. Barry, assistant 
chief of staff, arrived here last even­ 
ing from New Y’ork . 
He has ju st re­ 
tu rned from Eu rope, where he went to 
witness the m aneu vers of the German 
army. 
It is not u nlik ely that he may 
he sent to Cu ba, bu t no orders have 
yet been issu ed for his departu re. 
Secretary Root has been interesting 
himself in the Cu ban sitau tion since 
his retu rn to du ty in the state depart­ 
ment. and in doing so lias been going 
over the diplomatic correspondence 
that took place between Washington 
and 
Havana before Secretary 
Taft 
was sent to Cu ba by the president 
It 
is q u ite finely that this correspond­ 
ence will be made pu blic in a short 
time in order to give the people of 
both the United sta te s and Cu ba a 
clear Idea of what efforts this govern 
ment made to avoid intervention 
No 
information 
has 
been 
received 
in 
Washington 
which 
indicates 
the 
length of time that the United States 
will occu py the Island of Cu ba, and 
none of the officials will ventu re a 
prediction on this su bject, bu t the pre­ 
su mption is that it will be some time 
before a stable government can again 
he placed In power, and it is expected 
that meantime a eivtl governor will 
be appointed to adm inister the affairs 
of the island u nder the secretary of 
war 
Q u arterm aster General 
Hu mphrey 
has conclu ded the charters of eleven 
vessels which will be u sed for the 
transportation of animals from this 
cou ntry to Cu ba. 
Their cargoes will 
consist of horses and mu les and the 
necessary vehicles req u ired. 
President Roosevelt has discu ssed 
freely with his cabinet and with in­ 
dividu al callers the present attitu de 
in Cu ba and its temporary occu pation 
by the American forces. 
The presi­ 
dent declared that the action tak en 
by the American government was des­ 
tined solely for the benefit of the peo­ 
ple of the island with a view to the 
complete restoration of order there 
and the protection of all interests 
He 
declared that he had no su ch motive 
in view as the possible annexation of 
the government of the island by the 
I ’nited States. 
What he wanted now 
was that the Cu bans shou ld be given 
another chance at self-government 
Unless 
extraordinary 
conditions 
arise, no extra session of congress will 
be called to deal with the Cu ban sit­ 
u ation. as the president considers he 
has ample au thority to proceed in the 
matter. 
It seems to be well settled 
that former Governor Charles E. Ma- 
goon of the Panam a canal zone, who 
has ju st retu rned from Panama, will

The Central Passenger Association, 
at a m eeting in Chicago, decided to 
pot in effect November 
1st, a 2 
cent 
rate on all its territorv east of Illinois, 
in which the State legislatu res have 
not already made a maximu m rate of 
2 cents. 
This will redu ce the local rates only 
in Indiana and Western Pennsylvnaia, 
as Michigan and Ohio have 2-ceu t fare 
laws. 
The roads’ action is the resu lt of a 
desire to conciliate the pu blic senti 
ment which in Indiana and Pennsyl­ 
vania has been dem anding a 
2-cent 
fare. 
The first line to mak e a 2*a cent 
fare was the Pennsylvania, which an 
u ou u ced some week s ago that it wou ld 
pu t su ch a rate in effect in the State 
of Pennsylvania October 
1st. 
The Erie has annou nced that it wifi 
place on sale 
1000-mile transferable 
mileage 
book s 
for 
$20. 
Whether 
the other lines can indoce it to with 
draw this annou ncem ent remains to 
he seen. 
An official of the Erie said 
the m atter is u nder consideration by 
its execu tive officers. 
A traffic official of one of the other 
Eastern lines predicted that the issn 
ance of 2 cent mileage book s wou ld 
mean the m ak ing of a fiat 
2-cent rate 
w ithin a short time. 
The extent to w hich rates wifi be 
lowered on the basis is indicated by 
the redu ctions between Chicago and 
three im portant points.
